Council objects 
to wind turbine 


By Marion Draper 


THE Henhayes Community 
Centre in Crewkerne has se¬ 
cured another year of funding 
from Somerset County Coun¬ 
cil’s Active Living Grant. 

The centre has received just 
over £4,000 for 2013, plus a 
further £1,500 for the current 
financial year from Crewk- 
eme Town Council to help un¬ 
derpin the centre’s meal 
service. The centre hopes to 
continue serving meals at rea¬ 
sonable prices if a similar do¬ 
nation is recieved in May. 

The centre is going from 
strength to strength at a time 
when the number of day cen¬ 
tres across the country is in 
decline due to budget cuts. 

Henhayes Trustee Tim 
Udall said: “A combination of 
changing attitudes and auster¬ 
ity cuts have led to the decline 


in some parts of the coun¬ 
try, but Henhayes is differ¬ 
ent. Our centre belongs to 
the townspeople and is run 
by volunteers and is part of 
the community hub, along¬ 
side the Aqua Centre and 
the George Reynolds Cen¬ 
tre. 

“Five part-time staff and 
somewhere in the region 
of 70 volunteers keep Hen¬ 
hayes alive with activities 
and services. It is some¬ 
times difficult to slot in all 
the requests for bookings, 
which is a positive sign re¬ 
ally, but emphasises our 
desire to expand the exist¬ 
ing building to provide 
more space and improve 


the ambience even more. 

“During the run up to 
Christmas, the centre 
catered for a series of fes¬ 
tive lunches and nearly 
100 diners enjoyed the sea¬ 
sonal food and social con¬ 
tact. “We have been 
fortunate in securing the 
help of a catering consult¬ 
ant who has given us 
hands-on help in the 
kitchen, such that the qual¬ 
ity of the meals every day 
has surpassed previous 
standards. A good lunch in 
a friendly atmosphere is 
one of the objectives we 
have set ourselves to pro¬ 
vide, which improves the 
quality of life for our elder 


citizens. 

“We want to be support¬ 
ive, countering loneliness 
and the signs of dementia. 
Our new service, the 
Memory Group, which is 
already up and running 
and proving a success, 
aims to provide a facility 
for the carers of people 
with dementia. The group, 
led by a professional per¬ 
son, provides a safe, wel¬ 
coming place for those 
with dementia, allowing 
their carers an opportunity 
for some precious time to 
themselves. 

“A support group for 
these carers has been es¬ 
tablished once a month 
from 11.30am to 
12.15pm, which aims to 
provide information and

peer support. Any carer or 
person needing informa¬ 
tion about the condition is 
welcome to attend. 

“We are grateful to the 
county council, the town 
council and the Somerset 
Community Foundation 
for continuing financial 
and physical help and we 
hope we can show positive 
results for our community 
as a result. Grants make up 
around 10 per cent of our 
income, so the rest of our 
outgoings need to be paid 
for from our activities and 
hire of the facilities.

ALTHOUGH only consultees as a neighbouring 
parish, Crewkerne Town Council voted in the ma¬ 
jority against plans for a controversial 40-metre 
wind turbine at Highlands Dairy Farm, Hewish, 
within the boundaries of West Crewkerne Parish. 

This was actually a repeat of an application made 
in May 2011, which was subsequently withdrawn 
due to a problem with the turbine manufacturer. 
Despite about 40 local objectors, the West Crewk¬ 
erne Parish Council found no valid planning rea¬ 
son to turn down the proposal. However, in a letter 
to the district council planning offce, the chairman 
Julia Borland suggested the application be put 
forward to the Area West Committee to allow local 
people to air their concerns. 

Winsham Parish Council recommend refusal, 
stating: "The parish council are concerned about 
the visual impact of the turbine and express con¬ 
cerns that the most appropriate technology for 
the site has not been proposed and would appre¬ 
ciate it if this was looked into by experts in the 
field, low the views of local people to be aired." 

A member of the public spoke to Crewkerne 
councillors about the visual impact and it was clar¬ 
ified that the 40-metre turbine was the height of 
the main body of the turbine with the additional 
length of the blades, the visual height would ac¬ 
tually be much more. 

He pointed out at it would be visible from Bin- 
combe Beeches, a view that Crewkerne prides it¬ 
self on having been "virtually unchanged in 200 
years".The objector also said he had dug deeper 
and found there was a possibility of TV and WiFi 
interference. 

Crewkerne councillors were mostly concerned 
about the visual impact and found it to be a valid 
planning reason for refusal, the possibility of vibra¬ 
tion and noise also concerned them. 

Deputy town clerk Annette Roffey reported that 
this was also a concern of the district council con¬ 
servation officer. 

Farmer John Wyatt, the applicant, said the ma¬ 
jority of the objectors were the older generation 
and the younger ones, like his daughter were very 
concerned about the future of renewable energy.

Flooding review invites views and ideas 


VICTIMS of the recent floods 
are being encouraged to contact 
South Somerset District Council, 
which is to lead a review by local 
authorities across Somerset. 

Relevant authorities are getting 
together to see what lessons can 
be learned in the aftermath of 
some of the worst flooding the 
county has endured. 

With November and December 
having seen homes, businesses, 
farmland, roads and railway 
lines flooded at the end of the 
wettest year on record, the re¬ 
view will look at how they coped 
to review what went well and 
what could have been done bet¬ 
ter. 


By joining together, Somerset 
will be able to speak convinc¬ 
ingly at a national level and con¬ 
tribute more effectively into any 
subsequent national reviews 
which may occur in the after- 
math of the flooding. 

Following the 2007 floods in 
Gloucestershire, the county 
council ran a one day inquiry, 
bringing together all interested 
parties to look at successes and 
where future improvements 
could be found. Local authorities 
feel it would be sensible to fol¬ 
low this established pattern and 
hold a similar event in Somerset. 

Initially a joint steering group, 
consisting of representatives 


from the local authorities, will 
meet to agree terms of reference 
and the best format for a one-day 
event that will include a wide 
range of organisations including 
the Environment Agency, the 
emergency services, farming 
groups, parish council and com¬ 
munity representatives, local 
MPs and potentially a govern¬ 
ment representative. 

The authorities are keen to hear 
first-hand from those who expe¬ 
rienced flooding or from people 
who have views or ideas they 
would like to share. In their first 
instance email flooding (©south- 
somerset .gov.uk 

The one-day summit is being 


designed to cover a wide range 
of topics including the roles and 
responsibilities of agencies in re¬ 
lation to flood prevention and 
flood management. 

Workshops are also planned 
looking at flood prevention, ac¬ 
tion during flooding and coping 
in the post-flood aftermath of 
cleaning up, compensation and 
the impact on communities and 
agriculture. 

Councillor Ric Pallister, leader 
of South Somerset District 
Council said: “This is an essen¬ 
tial piece of work if we are to 
better prepare ourselves and our 
residents for future flooding in¬ 
cidents on the scale of the last 


few months. Everyone has a part 
to play from the NFU and the 
Environment Agency to individ¬ 
ual house owners and we must 
ensure that homes and busi¬ 
nesses are protected to the best 
of our ability through a co-ordi¬ 
nated response. 

“Flooding to homes causes un¬ 
told misery and this joint 
scrutiny approach will enable us 
to evaluate experience from 
2012, share good practice and 
identify what could be done bet¬ 
ter. Somerset speaking and act¬ 
ing as one will help to ensure 
that our voice is heard where it 
matters the most.” 



Road damage hits council budget 


AS SOMERSET County Council 
was granted an extra £5 million of 
government spending for roads and 
building projects another deluge of 
rain fell on the area. 

Early estimates on the cost of re¬ 
pairing the county’s roads after the 
storm conditions in November are 
likely to top £1 million according to 
Somerset County Council. 

This includes £70,000 on extra 
drain cleaning, £100,000 on emer¬ 
gency repairs and clean up during 
the storms and £375,000 on inspec¬ 
tions and repairs to roads and 
bridges. In addition an estimated 


£280,000 will be needed to put 
right further damage after freezing 
conditions. 

Council leader John Osman said: 
“We filled in 20,000 potholes and 
resurfaced or treated 226 miles of 
roads last year, then came the 
floods so this extra £5m is very 
welcome indeed.” 

Cabinet member Harvey Siggs 
commented: “The flooding came 
after the wettest summer for a gen¬ 
eration and after a year in which we 
had resurfaced a huge number of 
roads. Some of this work may have 
been damaged and needs repair but 


I’m glad we did carry out the work 
as it helped protect some areas. I 
know people will understand it 
takes time to repair roads and pot¬ 
holes and I can assure residents we 
are doing the best we can to priori¬ 
tise the worst affected areas.” 

The county council has been in¬ 
undated with calls from frustrated 
residents of lanes which became 
rivers and were subsequently left 
with major potholes but said that 
larger roads with higher traffic vol¬ 
umes will have to be prioritised.

In July 2012 the school governors 
announced that a decision for the 
school to become an Academy had

raising standards.

Wellman said: “This is my last 
head’s notes as headteacher here 
and I wanted to give some thanks. 

“Firstly to the children who have 
made my job so enjoyable most of 
the time! They have responded to 
everything that I have asked of 
them. They are now also showing 
just what they are capable of and 
justifiably feel proud of their 
achievements. Thank you also to all 
of the staff, governors and you the 
parents/carers at Manor Court who 
have been great to work with and 
lovely to know. 

“I shall come to Chard every now 


and then and shall look forward to 
catching up with the news.” 

The interim headteacher, Maggie 
Coath, said in the January newslet¬ 
ter: “We are starting out on our path 
to academy status with our spon¬ 
sors Collaborative Academies Trust 
and will hopefully complete this by 
April 1st, 2013. 

“I am confident that the transfer 
will be seamless and I will be doing 
my utmost to make sure that the 
children’s learning is not inter¬ 
rupted and that the school continues 
to run smoothly during this process.

Our 
current partner, Huish Primary, will 
be continuing to support me in this 
regard.”

Mr Pitman added:"As the saplings are fairly small they 
are ideal for areas and projects where they can be 
planted together in groups of around 50 or 100. They 
would be perfect for hedging or creating small wood¬ 
land areas. 

"We want to help not-for-profit organisations and 
worthy causes add a little bit of green to their lives. Re¬ 
quests from commercial bodies will not be considered. 

"This is a great opportunity for communities all over 
Somerset to be presented with some free trees so we 
hope as many people as possible submit requests." 

Organisations that apply for the trees must write in 
to Mr Pitman at the garden centre giving details of their 
project and why they think they deserve to receive a 
group of saplings. 


All 'good' rating for village primary school

SHEPTON Beauchamp Church of Eng¬ 
land Primary School has been given an 
Ofsted rating of “good’ in all areas with 
some “outstanding” features. 

Jesse Pattisson, chairman of governors, 
said: “It is a huge step forward for our 
school and to achieve a rating of good 
across all areas is something that the 
school should be extremely proud of.” 

The report highlighted that pupils of all 
abilities, including those with special 
needs, achieved well in all areas of learn¬ 
ing. The inspector praised the “exciting 
and creative” tasks, the high quality of re¬ 
sources, including iPads, and stated that 
the curriculum was effective in providing 
memorable experiences for pupils. These 
include the close links with the church and 
exciting outside visits and residential ex¬ 
periences. 

Ofsted also praised the quality of teach¬ 
ing, stating that “all teaching is at least 


good and some is outstanding. The pace 
of learning in lessons is good and where 
the teaching is outstanding pupils work at 
a very fast pace”. 

The inspector observed that very skilful 
questioning by the teachers and teaching 
assistants, extend pupils understanding 
and thinking skills and that marking of 
pupils work was effective, enabling pupils 
to understand how to improve. The report 
also highlighted the outstanding progress 
in phonics in Reception and Years 1 and 2 
ensuring that pupils make rapid and sus¬ 
tained progress. 

She continued: “Relationships are very 
positive, and older pupils work very 
closely with the younger ones. Younger 
upils benefit from the good role models 
provided by the older ones in their class.” 

Pupils said that they felt safe in school, 
and the inspector commented on their 
good behaviour. 


The governing body was also recog¬ 
nised for taking an active part in the 
school’s day to day life, and evaluating its 
strengths and areas for improvement. 

Headteacher Karen Brooker, told par¬ 


ents: “We are really pleased with the re¬ 
port, and I would like to thank all the staff 
and governors for working so hard to con¬ 
tinually develop our school’s high stan¬ 
dard of education.” 


Political intrigue conveyed in tapestries 


A LARGE audience attended the first 
meeting of the year for Neroche Deco¬ 
rative and Fine Arts Society held at 
Seavington Millennium Hall. 

They were rewarded with a fascinat¬ 
ing insight into the world of Eliza¬ 
bethan textiles and some political 
inferences of the day conveyed through 
tapestries, wall coverings, carpets, cush¬ 
ions and dresses. 

Guest speaker Dr Gillian White, who 
has been curator at Hardwick Hall in 
Derbyshire, showed one amusing but 
politically dangerous piece of needle¬ 


work created by Mary Queen of Scots, 
whilst still a prisoner of Elizabeth I. In¬ 
corporated in the wall hanging was a 
close-up of a ginger-haired cat holding 
a mouse by the tail -a subtle reference 
to the way she was being treated by the 
monarch. 

Another of her works showed a hand 
coming out of the clouds and cutting 
part of a vine with a sickle - an image 
that was used in a treason trial. 

Dr White explained that tapestries 
could be woven from wool, silk, and 
sometimes with gold and silver thread, 


which sparkled in candlelight but was 
extremely expensive. She also told how 
materials, carpets and fabrics were im¬ 
ported in Elizabethan times from as far 
away as China and such was the de¬ 
mand for Turkish carpets that Bess of 
Hardwick owned 50 of them. 

Norwich became a centre for the Eng¬ 
lish copying of imported carpets, with 
the coat of arms of the family of the 
buyer incorporated in the border. When 
it came to the coverings for chairs, 
sometimes with biblical scenes worked 
in silk, Dr White said the number of 


stitches was as high as 400 per square 
inch. 

Although sewing was the traditional 
hobby of Tudor women, men were the 
professionals when it came to tapestry 
making. 

Dr White delivered her talk on this un¬ 
usual subject with great enthusiasm, 
which she transmitted to her listeners. 

The next talk at the hall is on February 
4th, when Louise Schofield will speak 
about Roman rescue excavations on 
the borders of Turkey and Syria.

Last gasp defeat for Chard 

Crewkerne pair picked for county

CHARD, buoyed by their high scor¬ 
ing win over Wadebridge the previ¬ 
ous week, welcomed third-placed 
Camborne for their ever first visit 
last Saturday writes Ian Fielder. 

From the start Chard put visitors 
under pressure and forced an early 
penalty, shortly followed by an¬ 
other, both converted by scrum- 
half Paul Nicholls. 

Nicholls added a third in the 15th 
minute to extend the lead to 9-0. 

This early set-back galvanised 
Camborne. From the restart they 
kicked deep into the Chard half, 
their forwards drove into Chard 
forcing the home side to concede a 
scrum 20 metres out. 

The Camborne pack won clean 
ball to allow scrum-half Dean Pas- 
coe run around the blind side to 
score in the corner.

A scrum was then awarded to the 
visitors who again drove the Chard 
pack backwards, but the Chard for¬ 
wards turned over the ball, allow¬ 
ing Nicholls to get the ball to 
fly-half Chris Doak who cleared well 
to touch and relieved the pressure. 

Chard won the subsequent line¬ 
out and forced the opposition back 
into their own half before releasing 
the ball to the backs, whose neat 
handling and strong running made 
a few more yards. 

The ball was then knocked for¬ 
ward in the tackle and Camborne 
stand-off Mankee cleared well with 
a high kickdownfield. 

Full-back Ben Stead pouched and 
cleared to touch but was late tack¬ 
led by the Camborne No.6, who 
was immediately shown a yellow 
card. 

The flanker heatedly disputed the 


decision giving the ref no option 
but to give him a red card. 

From the restart the Chard backs 
took play well into the opposition 
half before being bundled into 
touch inside the Camborne 22m 
line. The visitors won good ball at 
the back of the line and eventually 
kicked to touch. 

Chard won the lineout and 
steadily mauled the opposing for¬ 
wards back 20 metres allowing 
Nicholls to feed the backs who 
again handled well but the awful 
conditions prevented them inject¬ 
ing any real pace. 

Play was then stopped while 
players injuries were treated and 
mud washed from eyes. 

The hosts gained good ground 
before being eventually held up 
just short of the Camborne line. 

A scrum was set and Camborne 
scrum-half Pascoe found touch in 
the final play of the first-half with 
Chard leading 9-5. 

After the turnaround Chard 
forced the Cornishmen back under 
their own posts but were penalised 
by the official and the opportunity 
was lost with the vistors'clearing to 
touch. 

Stead, still suffering the effects of 
the late tackle on him in the first- 
half, was forced off to be replaced 
by George Herbert. 

Camborne then won a lineout 
and looked to have touched down 
with the full-back in the line only 
for the referee to disallow the score 
for crossing.

Y EOVIL Town produced a 
scintillating display at 
Bramhall Lane last Saturday 
to register their first win in six 
meetings over former Premiership 
club Sheffield United, with Paddy 
Madden bagging a second half 
brace. 

The victory sees the Glovers 
move up to eighth in npower 
League One and just a point off 
the play-off places following four 
wins in their last five matches. 

Madden who joined the club on 
a 7>h year contract on New Year's 
Day after being on loan from 
Carlisle, notched his tenth and 
eleventh goal for the Glovers, and 
is turning out to be the find of the 
season.

Such was Yeovil's dominance 
that Blades manager Danny Wilson 
congratulated them on their dis¬ 
play and admitted that they had 
pressed his side for the whole 90 
minutes and deserved their vic¬ 
tory. 

Johnson in his press conference 
claimed his side had gone beyond 
their call of duty and that the key 
to their victory was to play their 
own game and not worry about 
the opposition. 

"We didn't play well at Leyton 


Orient for some reason, but at 
Sheffield it all came together and 
they all gelled straight away. 

"We were clever and changed 
the team from the one they would 
have seen at Leyton Orient, but we 
were also very organised. 

"Matt Dolan had a superb game 
and Kevin Dawson was also bril¬ 
liant. 

"It also showed how much we 
missed Paddy Madden when he's 
not playing. 

"His energy and athleticism is 
boundless and despite it being 70 
minutes into the match, he closed 
the keeper down so quickly for his 
second goal." 

With the Glovers so close to the 
play-offs and in a rich vein of form, 
he appealed to fans to support his 
side over the next month, particu¬ 
larly as they have four home 
matches, two against teams above 
them; MK Dons and Brentford.
